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Kidnapers of Willie Whitla Collapse 


When Extreme Punishment is 


Meted Out to Them. 


Mercer, Pa., May 10.—James II. 


Boyle 
was sentenced today to life 


Imprisonment in the Western Penn- 
sylvania penitentiary at Plttsburg for 
the kidnaping of "Billy" Whitla. Mrs. 
Boyle, indicted as Mary Doc. received 
a sentence of twenty-live years with 
'a fine of $5,000 and the costs of the 
prosecution. Boyle did not create the 
scene in court he had threatened and 
did not utter a word prior to his sen- 
tence. His counsel, however, made a 
plea for both Boyle and his wife, ask- 
ing for leniency in both cases. 
He 


stated that until a recent period the 
extreme penalty for kidnaping in this 
state was ten years and in view of 
the fact that the boy had been treated 
with every consideration and that all 
care had been taken not to inflict un-- 
necessary menial anguish upon the 
parents, he • felt leniency might be 
asked tor. 


'Boyle and Wife Collapse. 


Both Boyle and his wife collapsed 


completely upon hearing their sen- 
tences pronounced. 
When they were 


started 
back to the jnil from 
the 


court room Boyle managed to walk- 
with assistance clown the steps, but 
•upon reaching the front door he be- 
came limp 'and unable to stand. 
He 


was lifted into the old fashioned om- 
nibus in which the prisoners have 
been transported between the -court 
. house and the jail. 
When he was 


placed upon the' seat inside the ve- 
hicle, he- was left for a- moment un- 
supported and fell nearly out of it be- 
fore he was caught. 
He had to be 


carried to his cell. 


Mrs. Boyle was in even worse con- 


dition. She was unable to walk down 
the steps from the court house to 
the street and was carried by 'Sher- 
iff Chess and Chief of Police Liver- 
more down three flights of stairs. She 
was lifted 'into the omnibus and when 
the jail was reached she was again 
lifted out by these officers and car- 
ried to -her cell, where she wept vio- 
lently. 


Boyle Had Nothing to Say., 


Judge Williams, the presiding judge, 


asked Boyle if he had anything to 
say, Boyle merely said: 


"I have not," and shook his- head. 
Judse Williams then said: . 
"Mr. Boyle, the crime of child steal- 


'Ing iri ancient times, was punishable 
by death. In Pennsylvania the law is 
more lenient." 


• 
He said it had been stated by the 


attorneys "You-took good care of him 
because he was your prize package 


' You had to treai him well to get what 


money was demanded. 


•"Since your'arrest we have investi- 


gated your record. We find you have 
been convicted in Mercer county court 
previously to your arrest for kidnap- 
ing. 
You have been charged 
with 


larceny, receiving stolen goods, as- 
sault and battery, escape from jail and 
many other crimes. 
AH these have 


had their influence with this court :n 
making us come to the • decision tha 
we have reached that your'.punish- 
ment shall be the maximum sentence 
imprisonment for life." 


Boyle Protests. 


After the sentence had been imposed 


on Boyle 
he arose and said to the 


[court: 


"Your Honor, you are wrong about, 


my record." 


"I think not. It is a matter of court 


record," replied the judge. 


When Mrs. Boyle was 
ordered to 


stand up .to receive sentence, she was 


sked if she had anything to say. 
"I did not do it and 1 think-the evl-' 
ence upon which I was-convicted was:. 
ery flimsy," she said. 
"That was a matter-for'-the 'jury to- 
etermine," said Judge Williams, and; 
hen after a. brief review of' the case, 
e Imposed the sentence. 


Woman's Threats Not Idle. 


That the threats of a double suicide, 


made by Mrs. Boyle 'last njght were 
lot idle was shown today when.it be- 
:ame known that a razor which was 
ecreted in Boyle's clothing-was found- 
oday and that Mrs. Boyle had- taken a 
tuantity of morphine 
between mid-, 


light and daylight. Mrs. Boyle was 
nade partly unconscious during the 
light and was very sick this morning, 
t is believed the effect of the mor- 
phine caused her to collapse in the. 
xiurt room. As a further precaution 
iheriff Chess today took' from Mrs. 
Boyle three hatpins and removed all 
he glasses she had in her cell.

church also- participated. 
A num- 


ber of hacks were occupied by the 
School Sisters o£ Notre Dame from 
St. Mary's, Sisters of 
Providence 


from St. Augustine's academy, Sis- 
ters of the Holy Cross Order from 
Sacred Heart academy and repre- 
sentatives of the Order of the Poor 
Handmaids of Chrlnt from St. Jo- 
seph's hospital.

May 10.—After linger- 
ing between life and death for several 
weeks Judge William L. Penfield, pro- 
fessor of international law at~George- 
town university, formerly solicitor of 
the state department and one of the 
most distinguished men Indiana has 
given to the public service of the na- 
tion in recent years, 
died 
Sunday 


morning at his home In the Ontario 
apartments. 
.Judge Penfleld 
had been In poor 


health for some time and since March 
20 had been unable to attend to busi- 
ness. The immediate cause of death 
was heart trouble, brought on by a 
complication of diseases.

morning, when Judge Penfleld passed 
away, were members of the immediate 
family and Mrs. George W. Duncan, of 
Greenfield, Jnd., his only sister, who 
,was summoned hero when there ap- 
peared to be no hope for his recovery.

William L. Penfleld was a native of

Washington. May 10.—How irritat- 


ing to the American officials 
were 


some of the experiences of .tho United 
States government with Abdul Hamid, 
the deposed sultan of Turkey, became 
known today when the official corre- 
spondence for the year 1906 was made 
public. Prominent among these diffi- 
culties was that of procuring the sam» 
privileges and immunities for Amer- 
ican religious and benevolent institu- 
tions in Turkey as was accorded to 
similar institutions ot other nations. 
An appeal from President Roosevelt to 
tha sultan direct had but a doubtful 
effect. 


In one of the 
communications to 


Minister Irishman. Secretary Root 
stated that the president is .far from 
gratified by the taroy action of the 
sultan xipon his personal request made 
more than two years ago. and ha trusts 
that the promises then and later made 
will be carried out in the same spirit of 
cordia) friendship in wnicn they were 
asked." 


The right of American missionaries 


to travel In Turkey was the subject of 
another contention with th» sultan and 
his government 


Gautemala, Salvador and Mexico, se- 
curing for the United States awards 
aggregating $2,250,000. 
He was also 


counsel for the United States in the 
Pious found case between Mexico and 
the United States before The Hague 
tribunal, and In 1903 also appeared be- 
fore that tribunal as counsel for the 
United States and Venezuela in what 
has come to be known as the "Ven- 
ezuela arbitration."

Judge Penfield is survived by a wid- 


ow, a daughter. Miss Blanche Penfleld, 
and a son, Walter S. Penfleld, who oc- 
cupied law offices with. his father in 
the Colorado building, 'and a sister, 
Mrs. George W. Duncan, of Greenfield, 
Ind. 


It is expected the funeral will be 


largely attended. The members of the 
family did not see any callers, but 
many persons called at the Ontario to 
leave messages of sympathy. 


The honorary pall bearers at the 


funeral will be chosen from among the 
most prominent Indianians at Wash- 
ington. Senator Beveridge was noti- 
fied of his appointment as honorary 
pall bearer.

If the matzoon is made daily or every 
two or three days, as Is the case in 
Turkey and Bulgaria, you must keep 
out one-half cup or one cup of the 
soured milk each time it is made for 
a starter for tie next batch. Here !s 
a rule for its making—simplicity It- 
self—which 1 brought home with me 
from Bulgaria. 


Rinse out a cooking saucepan with 


cold water and without drying • turn 
In three pints of sweet fresh milk. 
Watch carefully and bring to a boll, 
not allowing it to sorch. Take from 
the flre, cool to just a little more than 
luke warm, then stir into it one- 
eighth of a cup of the old matzoon. 
Mix thoroughly and set the dish as'de 
for several hours in a warm place, 
when you will find the milk thickened 
like loppered milk, only much richer. 
The Bulgarians and Turks make the 
matzoon usually from buffalo's milk, 
but cow's milk answers the same pur- 
pose. 


• It must, however, be milk that haa 
had no preservative applied. When It 
la Impossible to get the startc.- o£ old 
matzoon It may be made with yeast 
in this manner. For two small bot- 
tles allow one quart of milk, z. tea- 
spoonful sugar and a third of a cake 
of compressed yeast. 
Dissolve the 


yeast and sugar In a small quantity 
o£ the -milk that has first been slight- 
ly heated to set. the yeast working. 


The remainder of the milk should 


also be scalded and cooled to luke- 
warm. In about one hour, when the 
yeast bubbles begin to come on top, 
unite the two milk mixtures and mix 
thoroughly. 
Turn into small bottles, 


and if thg corks do not fasten with 
spring snaps, tie firmly Into place 
lest the grease formed In the fer- 
menting milk force them out. 


Stand three hours in a warm place, 


then put in a moderately cool place 
for 
two days, shaking thoroughly 


three or four 'times a day. 


On the third flay open the bottles 


and pour their contents into a bowl to 
allow the effervescence to pass away. 
This will take from ten to fifteen 
minutes. Pour again into the bottles 
and place on the Ice to prevent any

cember, 1907. when he was retired on

In reference to the revenues which 


saloons in territory now "dry" yielded 
the counties and cities in which they 
were situated, it may .be explained that 
the estimate, made by a man closely in 
touch with the movement, was of ne- 
cessity in some cases merely an esti- 
mate, but in most cases was based 
upon absolute knowledge. 


Another thing which he did, in an 


effort to be fair to both sides, was to 
include in the list of the counties voted 
"dry" tho number of saloons which, a 
very short time before the 'elections,' 
had" been ousted from these counties 
by remonstrance. 
Otherwise, he ex- 


plained, a wrong impression would be 
given asjto the revenues that previ- 
ously came to these counties from sa- 
loons. 


At the best, the figures as to the 


"losses" of the various counties where 
saloons have been ousted would vary 
greatly according to the time 
with 


which the date of the saloon elimina- 
tion is compared. For years the sa- 
loons have become fewer and fewer In 
some of the counties, which have final- 
ly gone "dry" by elections or by re- 
monstrances.
